SANDRINGHAM. 

How the Trlnee of W'uIch Cntiilnrta Mlm- 
aelf at Ul* Country Husitleiire. 

Whenever the l'riuce of Wales can 
escape from the duties which devolve 
upon him and surely at times there is 
no harder working man in all the 
Queen's domiuions— he Hies to Sand- 
ringham for repose and recreation, 
finding special pleasure in intercourse 
with soldiers, sailors, diplomatists, art- 
ists, and leading the life of a country 
gentlemen, keen after sport, unfailing 
in his benevolence, solicitous about the 
welfare of the dwellers on his land, and 
looking after the education of their 
children and the comfort of their 
homes. That this is not an exaggerated 
abstract of what the Prince does will 
surely bo testified by any who have 
ever been in the district, and have 
learned in what way tho Prince of 
Wales discharges his duties as a land- 
lord. The interest he takes in agri- 
culture and the improvement of stock 
i been rewarded by prizes which 
have been received at agricultural and 
Battle shows; and it has been found 
impatlblc with the preservation of nn 
extraordinary quantity of game to have 
good croos and contented neighbors. 
P.ni the Hare* and Hubbit* Hill perhaps 
has bad not such full play within the 
limits of Sundringham chuso as in 
other parts of Norfolk. 

At Sundringham tho Prince and 
Princess of Wales lead the quiet, well- 
ordcunl. tranquil, yet busy life of an 
English gentleman aud his wifo, sur- 
rounded, nevertheless, by sonic of tho 
stute which is inseparable from their 
position. There is at tho gate by the 
janitor a blue-couted, hcllneted person- 
age, familiar with the discipline of 
Scotland Yard, to look after vagrom 
men aud women, and tho broad paths 
and shrubberies between tho Cottage 
and the Hall arc under the eve of other 
members of tho force. But the penally 
which greatness pays for seLiiritv la 
not very heavy, and ministers in Lon- 
don or on their travels in Ihe three 
kingdoms are .subjected to the disugie- 
mcnt of being looked nfter by consta- 
bles. Tho royal palaces filled with 
treasures of price need protection as 
much as public museums, etc.. and 
their Inmates, moreover, are especially 
exposed to the onslaughts, aggressions 
and importunate attempts of the wide- 
ranging guerrilla of lunatic, weak- 
minded folk to whom the members of 
royal families offer irresistible attrac- 
tions. I remember one annoying old 
person who sent me by every mall lo 
the Crimea in 1854-A boxes of tracts 
and prophecies, with long letter!, in 
which she described herself as "Proph- 
etess to tho Queen of England, tin 
Prince Consort of England ami the 
Elect," and I own I was very much 
pleased when I read of her being taken 
care of before I returned; but the ruee 
is not extinct, and all sorts of mad 
people try from time to time to burst 
in upon Windsor, Balmoral, Sandring- 
lutiu, Osbomo or Abergeldic— yea, 
even in tho valley of tin! Dee. But in 
these days there must be warders at 
the gate as there were in day tot old. 

Although many of the larger kinds 
of birds, which onco gave a peculiar 
interest to the Norfolk wastes, such as 
the great bustard and the wild swan, 
hive disappeared, the pre-eminence of 
thu county for sporting purposes in 
still maintained: and even if there Iv 
district* in which the partridge* art 
pro rata more numerous, the soil ol 
Norfolk and the disposition of the farms 
are generally exceedingly favorable 
to plenty of birds, and In no place do 
pheasants thrive better. The conturu- 



ration ot the coast, ami tno wastes ol 
mere and marsh are favorable lo great 
gatherings of sea bird* and wild fowl; 
and although the salmon is not heard 
of as it was In the days when the Cor- 
poration of Lynn made presents of lish 
to the neighboring lords, and the 
.streams are notadapled for trout, there 

lean abundance of white-fish, and the 

ponds ami still deeps are full of pike. 
The Prince, however, is not an enthu- 
siastic angler, and 1* quite content with 
the sport which is afforded to him by 
the Batt Norfolk hounds, by his owii 
well-stocked coverts, by the' best pre- 
serves in England, alid by thu deei 
forests at Balmoral 

The meet* of the East Norfolk pack, 
now hunted by Mr. Fountaine, are 
generally accessible. Later in the sea- 
son come the shooting parties— the hot 
corners for pheasants, the hecatombs 
of rabbit.*, and the partridge drives; 
and there tire, moreover, oiithing ex- 
cursions to the marshal for sniper and 
to the ponds near Babingley for leal, 
widgeon and duck. The experiment 
made by tho Prince of Importing 
"louse and turning them loose on the 
heather seems fairly successful for the 
limited an a of moor available, and at 
present some dozen packs arc -aid In 
be making themselves comfortable for 

the "iuier. They need all the theltei 

they can get, for the winds blow cold 
front the Wash, and the snow lies deep 
ul times, nor does the sky of Fiast Nor- 
folk glow w ith frequenttunthine all the 
year round. The mode of life ul Band- 
rlngham la full of healthy enjoyment 
House time is half uu hour earlier than 
that of Greenwich, so that the half-past 
nine breakfast is really at nine; tin* I wo 
o'clock is at half-past one; and the 
eight at half-past seven. There arc 
farms to be visited, stock to be serutin- 
inized and poked in the ribs, aud sheep 
to 1)0 criticised for off days. Tho 
-tables and kennels are full of interest, 
and then aro delightful drives.-

that the sanitary condition of the city 
is alarming, and that the epidemic is 
extending northward. 

Maiikiii, Aug. 20.— Tho only 
wealthy persons who have been at- 
tacked by the cholera scourge are 
public officials who are compelled to 
visit the hotbeds of the infection 
Many people are returning to the 
city which thoy consider safer than 
the provinces. 

Tuosday's returns show that there 
were 322 cases and 150 deaths in the 
city of Granada and :ns new cases 
and 126 deaths in the province, 

Two doctors who went from Mad- 
rid to Granada have died of tho di- 
sease. A doctor who saved fourteen 
out of fifteen patients in tho second 
stage of the infection by administer* 
lug enema of ether, has been autho- 
rized lo apply I he remedy in the hos- 
pitals. 

There were 4,109 new cases of chol- 
era, and 1,641 deaths from that dis- 
ease in Spain yesterday. 

Maiikiii, Aug. 21.— Throughout 
Spain yesterday there were 6,104 new 
case* of cholera and 1,(111 deaths. Du- 
ring the twelve hours ended at mid- 
night last night, fourteen new cases 
and nine deaths were reported in this 
city, and 117 new eases and forty-one 
deaths in the province outside of the 
city. 

The excitement among the people 
of the Canary Islands, caused by a 
fear of cholera, amounts to a panic. 
They now refuse to permit any per- 
sons from Spain to land. They made 
an exception in favor of the new Gov- 
ernor, and allowed him to come 
ashore, but received him with riotous 
demonstrations and threw stones at 
him. The local authorities have re- 
signed, and many 

lied to the interior in fear of the ap- 
proach of the scourge. To-day sol- 
diers occupy the streets and all the 
public buildings. 

MlDBID, Aug. 22.— Dining the 
past twenty-four hours, twenty-three 
cases of cholera and eleven death 
from the disease were reported in 
this city, and in the province outside 
of the city one hundred new cases and 
thirty one deaths were reported. 

The condition of Granada remains 
pitiable. Hundreds of people are at- 
tacked by cholera in single streets 
nearly every day. There arc no doc- 
tors and no authorities to look alter 
victims, who often pass through their 
agonies in the streets and expire un- 
attended in the glitters. Most of the 
unaffected populace have lied, and tho 
few healthy citizens that remain arc 
dispirited and apathetic Corpses re- 
main uncofflned and unidentified. 
The very misery wrought by the 
plague has become a nuisance, and 
the Government has resorted to the 
desperate expedient ofcompellingthe 
soldiers and convicts to carry on the 
work of removing from the public 
ways and interring the bodies of the 
unknown dead. 

There were 4,483 new cases of chol- 
era ami 1,441 deaths from the disease 
reported throughout Spain yesterday. 
The returns for the populous provin- 
ces of Navarre, however, arc still In- 
complete. King Alfonso has dona- 
ted 1 2,000 to the Granada cholera 
fund. Money was badly needed at 
the place 

There wore reported throughout 
Spain to-day 4,519 new cases of chol- 
cry and 1,220 deaths. 

MABSnuiH, Aug. 22.— Thirty per- 
sons died of cholera in the city du- 
ring the past night. The cholera is 
spreading in this city; thirty locali- 
ties are now infected. One hundred 
and forty deaths from the disease oc- 
curred hero yesterday. 

Forty-six deaths from cholera oc- 
curred in this city to-day and 150 
now cases were reported. In Tou- 
lon sixteen new cases and seven 
deaths occurred during the past 
twenty-four hours. 

The municipal Council of Marseill- 
es will demand from the Government 
a cholera relief credit of -$00,000. 

GlBBALTAB, Aug. 22.— Cholera has 
ceased in Gibraltar. 

Touunr, Aug. 22.— Seven cases of 
cholera are now under treatment in 
the Uandrler Hospital. 

Madrid, Aug. 23.— To-day's chol- 
era returns from all the infected dis- 
tricts in Spain show a total of 4,887 
neweasesand l,798dcaths. Through- 
out Spain yesterday there wore 5,07:1 
new cases of cholera, and 1,72H deaths 
Since the begining of the epidemic 
there have been 1,5(10,577 cases and 
(!l,. r )21 deaths. During the past twelve 
hours sixteen new cases and six 
deaths were reported in this city, and 
in the province outside the city 118 
now oases and thirty-eight deaths.

A trip from Kimble to Brown eoun- 
ly, Texas, is necessarily one of inter- 
est and pleasure ; however such it 
was lo mo If Other* think otherwise. 
Tho distance is about two hundred 
miles.throiighun evcr-changingcoun- 
try ; and embraces four counties, viz: 
Mason, Llano, McCulough and San 
Saba. 

As I have said before, Kimble is 
very high and mountainous and 
might very appropriately bo termed 
a solid mountain. Its neighbor and 
northern boundary is Mason, which 
might bo termed a "rolling plat lean 
or "stair-way" lo Kimble. Tho most 
note-worthy change from the county 
scat of Kimble to that of Mason is 
timber, soil and rock— while the hills 
of Kimble arc bare and barren the 
table-land of Mason is productive, 
of not o,nly good timber, but corn, 
cotton, wheal, oals, in short, is adopt- 
ed to all kinds of small grain; and 
sand-stone takes the place of lime ; so 
With such a chauge one would imag 
inc that everything "runs smoothly' 
in Mason. Just so with but one sin- 
gle exception which Is peculiar lo 
those unacquainted with the nature 
of thceountry — it is the water streams 
which refuse to run at all on the sur- 
face only when compelled by contin- 
ued rains; tho cause I record is that 
the parched tongue of the tarth in Ma- 
son is sand. Water can be found any- 
where in the channel of these streams 
by digging a few feel. I saw a man 
take a small stick and drive it about 
one foot in the sand and procure wa- 
ter. There are some handsome dwell- 
ings in Mason county and Fort Mason 
the county scat; all built of the biau- 
llful grey sand stoue. 

Passing through Mason with the 
north star as a gtihlo we crossed a 
small portion of Llano county, ami 
was then at the bottom step of the 
"stair-way lo Kimble"— the county 
of McCulough. 

The solid prairie or rather hound- 
less, better expresses it — it makes me 
eel as if I had been on the top of the 
Courier-Journal building and liad 
reached the street witli a swimming 
head. Here are fen thousand times 
ten thousand head ofeallle that roam 
at will over this boundless country as 
yet unsettled wild the exception of a 
few pastures— 50,000 acres were being 
fenced into one pasture as we passed 
through. Bold) I have misrepresent- 
ed the county settlement. One solid 
block of prairie dog buildings is Mc- 
Culough. Chip, chip, chip, is the 
pan-word ami salute as you pass 
through their streets, Which they in- 
variably give I ho passers-by. Dog- 
lown was once the name of McCul- 
ough, county seat— now Brady CltV ; 
but these "everlasting" dogs, "whence 
did they come ami where did they 
go ':" is Hie question. 

Continuing our northward course 
wo crossed a corner of San Saba coun- 
ty — I. lam, ami San Saba are Spanish 
appelatlou* which these counties and 
a number of others have retained 

nee the evacuation of (lie Spaniards. 
They called the county scat and river 
on which they built tho county scats 
by the same name, for instance: 
Llano is the county scat of Llano 
county and situated on the Llano 
river. 

Thoso Spanish names are musical 
dd poetic when pronounced by a 
Spaniard who alone give them tho 
true accent. 

Now we are at the bloody Colora- 
io. This river rises on tho Stuked 
Plains— the great sand desert, and its 
water is colored to an orango red by 
the red sand. Crossed wo uie in the 
land of the living," Brown county, 
the railroad county. Yes it is even 
Tho Gulf of Colorado and San 
Tafo are advancing the course of Em- 
pire regardless of tho lamentations of 
the old Westerners whose freight 
bills have been a stumbling block to 
settlers— Kachaels mournings oonld 
not bo heard in their "roarings." 

This road comes through fertile 
Browns, county seat Brownwood.and 
is pointing its courso towards San 
Angelo, tho county seat of Tom 
Green county.

ows. titmice, tomtits, and wrens, after 
having been eonlincd from birth, are 

ftplble of living successfully at once 
when liberated on their wings having 

attained the neoessnry growth to ren- 
der flight possible. The Duke oi 
Argyll re lad's some very interesting 
part OUlars about the instincts of birds, 
especially of the water ousel, the mer- 
ganser, and the wild duck. Even ns to 
the class of beasti I lind recorded: 
"Kiie young polecats were found com- 
fortably imbedded in dry, withered 
grass, and in a sids hole, of proper 
dimensions for such a larder, weru 
forly frogs and toads, all alive, hut 
merely capable of sprawling a little. 

(In examination the whole number, 
toads and all, proved to have been pur- 
posely and dexterously bitten through 
i brain." Evidently the par- 
ent polecat had tlius provided 
the young with food which could 
be kept perfectly fresh, because alive, 
and yet was rendered quite unable to 
•ape. This singular instinct is like 
others which are yet more fully devel- 
oped among insects— a clais of animals 
the Instincts of which are so numerous, 
wonderful and notorious that it will be, 
probably, enough to refor to one or 
two examples. The female carpenter 
bee, in order to protect her eggs, ex- 
cavates, in some piece of wood, a series 
of chambers, in special order with a 
view to peculiar mode of exit for her 
young; but the young muthcr can have 
no conscious knowledge of the series 
of lotions subsequently to ensue. The 
female of the w asp, sphcx, affords an- 
other well-known, but very remarkable, 
example of a complex instinct closely 
related to that already mentioned in 
the case of the polecat. The female 
wasp has to provide fresh, living ani- 
mal food for iier progeny, which, when 
it quits its egg, quits it in the form of 
in almost helpless grub, utterly unable 
lo catch, retain or kill an active, strug- 
gling prey. Accordingly, the mother 
vuaeet has not only to provide and plaeo 
beside her eggs suitable living prey, but 
so to treat it that it may he a helpless, 
unresisting victim. That victim may 
be a mere caterpiller, or it may be a 
great, powerful grasshopper, or even 
that most lierce, active ami rapacious 
of Insect tyrants, a fcH and venomous 
spider. Whichever it may he, the 
wasp adroitly stings it at the spot 
which induces, or in the several spots 
which induce, complete paralysis as to 
motion, let us hope as to sensation 
also. This done, the wasp entombs 
the helpless being with its own egg, 
and leaves it for the support of the fu- 
ture grub. -St Ikort/e Mivart, in i'ort- 
niqliilii Beview.

PREHISTORIC DOGS. 

The Specimens Which Have Come Down to 
lla from the Stone, anil llronne rcrleds. 

In the Danish "kltchen-middens,V or 
heaps of household refuse, piled up by 
the men of the Newer Stone period- 
time when our Scandinavian fore- 
fathers used chipped or polished Hints 
instead of metal for their weapons — are 
found bone-OUttlngs belonging to some 
species of the genus Canis. Along 
with these remains are some of the 
long bones of birds, all the other bones 
of the said birds being absent. Now 
it is known that the bird bones here 
found are the very ones which dogs 
can nol devour, while the absent ones 
are such as they fan bolt with enne. 
and it has Seen ingeniously argued 
from this that the remains in question 
did really belong to a domestic dog, 
•is. it the animals to which they apper- 
tained had been wolves, they would 
have made short work of the long 
bones as well as of the others. Other 
dog-bones are found in Denmark in 
later periods. At the time when the 
Hint knives were succeeded by bronze 
a large dog existed, and at tiie time 
when iron was used one larger still 
In Switzerland, during the Newer 
Stone period, a dog existed, which it 
probably the oldest of which we have 
any record. It "partook of the charao- 
tor of our hounds and settlers or span 
i, is," and. in the matter of its skull 
was about equally remote from the 
wolf and jackal." This dog, too, like 
its Danish contemporary, was succeed 
ed in the Bronae period by a larger 
variety. Thus we see that at a time 
when our ancestors were living "in 
lens and caves of the earth" in a state 
of civilization about equal to that of 
the African or Australian aborigines of
